This company ,is. now in creditors compulsory liquidation with 
the Official Receiver in charge. There is very little 
prospect of an early completion of any efforts to wind up 
this company. As residents in tho two phases most affected, 
namely Hollytrees and Pheasant Rise, signed leases with 
Bar Hill Developments Ltd., I would urge thorn to write to 
Bar Hill Developments at their registered office: 681 Mitcham 
Road, Croydon, Surrey CR9 3AP, setting out any matters - 
requiring attention with regard to their houses *- and keep 
a copy of your letter. At tho same time we aro pursuing 
with the Developers this question of outstanding work to 
houses as well as tho larger problem of incomplete amenity 
areas and roads/lights.

Planning Application 


The Developers are applying for detailed permission for 
.Phase 4, which is the area immediately beyond Pheasant Rise 
as far round as the extension of the Spine Path* The 
application is for 171 houses on about 1acres of land. 

Our objections aro being sent to tho District Council who 
will consider the application in early June. The objections 
include too great a density of building, a virtual lack of 
play/amenity aroar, very little tree planting and landscaping 
and two large areas of garages in straight line blocks. We 
did advise residents living near the edge of Pheasant Rise 
of the application, but if anyone wishes to look at the 
application/plans, they are available at my house. (As are 
the details of all Planning Applications for Bar Kill).

BAR HILL CHURCH 


In the past year it has boon my privilege to minister in 
Bar Hill, first with theRovd. Donald Mcllhagga, and now, 
until it is possible to appoint another Free Church Minister, 
to represent both parts of the Ecumenical Ministry team as 
the Anglican Minister. 

For Bar Kill is one of those unique communities - and tlio 
first in East Anglia - to be officially designated as an 
”Aroa of Ecumenical Experiment”. It is sponsored by the 
Baptist Union, the Church of England, the Me til odist Church, 
the United Reformed Church and Society of Friends (the Quakers) 
Bar Hill Church is meant to be a visible expression of a 
Christian Fellowship sharing their common membership in Christ 
in work and worship together. 


On any Sunday morning you would find 50 or more adults at 
worship and 20 children in different ago groups, some of them 
enjoying themselves in the creche provided. Quite a proportion 
of the families stay for coffee afterwards. There aro some 
•people in Bar Hill who express the view - ”It f s not like a 
real Churchi”. I know what they mean! The shape and 
appearance of the building and its multi-purpose use doesn-!t 
appeal to them. But I haven 1 t met anybody yet who has been 
inside recently who hasn*t found the fellowship inside to be 
the real test of what the building stands for, 


Wo have had visitors recently from three groups from outside 
Bar Hill to question what we are trying to do as a united 
Christian Community, Perhaps we should give you the oppor¬ 
tunity - and soon - to come in for an afternoon or an evening 
to see for. yourself and to ask your questions.

Garden Hints • • . 


The weather we have been experiencing has not encouraged much 
ground preparation. However, there are signs that the ground 
is now drying out. When conditions allow, now is the time to 
attend to tho lawn. Careful raking, with a lawn rake, is 
useful if this has not already been done, followed by brushing 
and mewing (a high cut for the first mowing). This should be 
followed by an application of fertiliser (National Growmore is 
available at tlio Trading Post) or a combined fertiliser and 
weed killer. Do not use a roller excessively as this will 
only compact tho soil. Dahlia tubers can now be planted, about 
4 inches deep,removing any diseased parts and planting in a 
hole in which a little sand has been scattered. Scatter a few 
slug pellets around the plant. It is still too early fer 
planting out seedlings which have not been hardened off, as 
we may still have night frosts. Continue with seed planting 
in pots and trays, in a good compost, giving adequate protect¬ 
ion from the cold. ‘ «

Ingredients s

1 lb. bread 
1 gallon rhubarb 
1 gallon water 
4 lbs• sugar 
Y oz. yeast 

Method: ' 

1. Cut the bread into slices and toast it a nice brown - 
both sides - but on no account burn or this spoils 
the flavour entirely. 

2. Put in a bov/1, cover with cold water# Cut the 
rhubarb up and acid. Leave to-'mash for 9 days, 
stirring often and squeezing the toast up with the 
hand, then strain and throw away the pulp. 

3. Add the sugar and stir until it is dissolved, then 
sprinkle the dry yeast over the top. Let it ferment 
14 days then skim and bottle.
